little patient he discovered it was 
suffering from a real case of the 
dread malady and 
within a 
short 


time the child was dead. 


The house was placed under rigid 


quarantine and every effort will be 
made to prevent the spread of 
the 


disease from this point. 


Almost simultaneously with the re 


port of the Ferguson township cas 
another case was reported from Glen 
Hope, where a child in a family nam 
ed Baer is down with the disease. 


The listing of the two cases men- 


tioned above raises the total number 
of cases so far reported in Clearfield 
county to eight as follows: 


Two at Munson, one at Osceola, 


one at Woodland, one in Jordan town- 
ship, one in Lawrence township, one 
,n Ferguson township 
and one at 


Glen Hope. 


While, as has often been said, tne 


medical profession has as yet been 
unable to isolate the germ, locate the 
cause or the manner of its transmis- 
s.on it is absolutely necessary that 
our people comply with the letter of 
the regulations of the state and local 
,oards of health for the combating 
,f this terrible and 
practically un- 


known disease. 
Weather conditions 


such as we have been having is sup- 
posed to be favorable to the spread 
,f the disease and as long as there 
,s the least bit of reason to fear its 
spread it is up to every prudent citi- 
•en to guard in every possible or 
probable to prevent its 
getting a 


foothold here.

quarantine and every effort will be 
made to prevent the spread of 
the 


disease from this point. 


Almost simultaneously with the re 


port of the Ferguson township cas 
another case was reported from Glen 
Hope, where a child in a family nam 
ed Baer is down with the disease. 


The listing of the two cases men- 


tioned above raises the total number 
of cases so far reported in Clearfield 
county to eight as follows:
